In the early part of last autumn, 1 wsa in- 
duced, by way of eiperiinent. to abut out. In 
sheltered situation*, some of the most interest, 
ins trees collected by m* among lh* inland* of 
the Western Paeiflc ; snd the result has been 
that, although many of thee* Indigenous to the 
New Hebrides Group perished during th* 
wintair, yet none of the Hew Caledonian plant* 
appeared to suffer in the aligateat degree, 
either from the cold of lb* winter, or frees the 
extreme dry heat of the east aq aimer, but, on 
th* contrary, are now growing most luxuri- 
antly. Amongst thus* referred te may h* 
rsetuionrd the new speatsa of Dammars or 
Ksurle trees, and ■ever*) different kinds of 
PodorarpuB end Grsvillea ; aad as the former 
of three eouirjtute tb* most lofty crre) of lb* 
count! ire which they inlisl.it, and produce 
--' raluable limber, their mtndueuon to this 
may uliimaiely become of some impor- 
1c bring now an sslablished fact that 
with esse snd in suitable situations they may 
be auec***fully euluvaled. 

Uy excu i ai on during th* early part of the 
spring of iaat rear, through a portion of the in. 
tarlor, enabled me to collect the B**da of sunny 
plant* new to the eul lection; hut I regret to 
stair that, owing to drought, and th* want of a 
proper supply of srator, numbers of tbe young 
plaoia raised from these Beeda hav* died ; and 
to the same rent may be ascribed the los* ol 
nearly all the seedlings of the Australian 
graaaei referred to in my last repori, and o' 
losiiy other rare plants. 

With the mean* placet at my disposal. 1 
have au.teeiled in forming the nucleus of a 
Public Botanic Library, an-1 although vet in 
in tit infancy, this addition to lh* esub ish- 
menl has been eagerly taken advantage nf by 
those interested in the ecu-nee. Uy a small 
annual outlay the Library rosy b* aupported 
so Ba tu render it alike useful to myie-f, and 
the community, aa a means of general refer- 
ence.
